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PREFACE 


This  report  is  one  in  a series  on  Soviet.  Ground  Force  and  logistic 
installations  being  prepared  for  a D1A/C1A  Panel.  The  series  is  being 
coordinated,  published  and  disseminated  by  NPIC.  The  photographic 
analysis  is  being  performed  by  the  NP1C  Photographic  Analysis  Group, 
the  CIA  Photographic  Intelligence  Division  (NPIC),  and  the  Production 
Center  IPlc  (DIA).  The  photographic  analysis  for  this  particular  re- 
port was  performed  by  the  NPIC  Photographic  Analysis  Group. 

In  the  interest  of  uniformity,  the  titles  and  letter  designators  for 
the  facilities  observed  at  these  installations  are  identical  with  those 
appearing  in  the  project  requirement.  When  a specific  facility  is  not 
observed  both  its  title  and  letter  designator  are  omitted  in  the  report.

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SUMMARY 


Vitebsk  Army  Barracks  West  is  located  on 
the  west  edge  of  Vitebsk  (55-12N  030- HE),  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Polotsk- Vitebsk  rail  line 
(Figure  1).  The  installation  is  not  rail  served. 
An  all-weather  primary  road  provides  access 
to  Vitebsk.  Other  military  installations  in  the 
Vitebsk  area  are  Vitebsk  Army  Barracks  East 
(AL-5)  5 kilometers  (km)  east  and  Vitebsk  Army 
Barracks  Southwest  (AL-3)  4 km  south. 

The  installation  (Figures  2 and  3)  covers 
approximately  Ii5  acres  and  contains  one  admin- 
istration building,  seven  barracks,  five  vehicle 


sheds,  19  storage  buildings  and  9 support 
buildings. 

The  area  was  covered  by  TALENT  photog- 
raphy in  1956  and  12  KEYHOLE  missions  between 
July  1961  and  February  1964.  Comparative 
analysis  revealed  the  same  general  level  of  light 
activity  between  July  1961  and  February  1964 
with  reduced  activity  during  the  winter  months. 
Significant  changes  since  1956  include  the  addi- 
tion of  nine  small  storage  buildings  and  one 
vehicle  shed  and  the  removal  of  one  vehicle  shed. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

The  Polotsk-Vitebsk  rail  line  passes  the 
area  300  meters  to  the  west. 

Road  Service 

An  all-weather  primary  road  provides  ac- 
cess to  Vitebsk. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Three  multistory  barracks  are  located  in 
area  Dl.  Four  multistory  barracks,  one  T- 
shaped  administration  building  and  four  small 
support  buildings  are  located  in  area  D2.  One 
barracks  is  enclosed  by  a fence. 

General  Storage  Areas 

Ten  storage  buildings  are  located  in  a rea  Ei. 


Nine  storage  buildings,  first  observed  on  1962 
photography,  are  located  in  area  E2. 

Other  Buildings  and  Facilities 

The  installation  also  contains  three  support 
buildings.  An  open  area,  R,  was  used  for  local 
unit  training  in  1956;  however,  absence  of  scar- 
ring on  later  KEYHOLE  photography  indicates 
it  is  no  longer  used  for  training.  One  tower  of 
unknown  use  is  located  in  the  open  area. 

Equipment  S to  ro  ge  / Ma  i n f e n a n ce  Area 

Five  vehicle  sheds  with  the  following 
dimensions  are  located  in  area  J:  120  by  50 

feet,  170  by  50  feet,  175  by  50  feet,  185  by  50 
feet  and  290  by  50  feet.  Track  activity  indicates 
sustained  light  activity.  Two  small  support 
buildings  are  also  located  in  the  area. 
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
